% 1; Eflex having pitcht with 
TEPPEDPPEDE his forces before Shrews- 
bury, he commanded Colonell Brown, 
Captaine Bracham and Captaine Moore 
with about 11x hundred Dragooners to 
ſcout up and down for three or foure 
miles compaſle, to ſee ifthey could de- 
ſcry. any. of the adverle Forces to draw 
neer,and alſo toiſtop the recourſe and ca- 
riage of armes and ammunition (if any 
ſhould be) which according to: his Ex-

cellencies command was in. every re- 
ſpe performed-, and the laid Colonell 
Browne with the other Officers and his 
600.Dragooners marched forth, and in 
their march towards evening they recei- 
ved informarion that Sir William Ruſſel 
an arch-enemy to the State, was march- 
ing to his Majeſtie with fix troupes of 
horſe and ſome foot, and that they had 
pitcht in a meadow hve miles off: the 
Dragooners tarried till towards morn- 
ing before they ſet forward, and then by 
the guide of that meſſenger marched to- 
wards them , and by break of day,eame 
within their cemtries , and ſoone eſpied 
the maine body of horſe and foot, being 
no whit diſcouraged , as knowing. the 
juſtneſle of their caule, ſent a meſſenger 
ro know whar they were, and Sir Willi- 
am Ruſſell in a reviling way bid himrell 
his prick-card- round-headed mule-bea- 
ring cizens,that he would new baptize 
them, willing them to depart as unſeen. 
Our men replied, they would dip them 
ina new font, neverto have ceſvared!

on..Whereupon a charge was beaten on 
both [ides, and with much courage pro- 
ſccuted on both fides , untill after two 
houres hight our men put the Cavaliers 
ro flight killing fhtty ot them and taking 
ſome of them 1n the purſuir vvith lictle 
lofſe on our fide , except ſome few hurt 
by their. powder bags blowingup. Our 
ſouldiers purſued them as faſt as they 
could, but becauſe of their horſes march- 
ing moſtpart of the night, and-nor well 
fed | they vvere conſtrained to forbeare 
the purſuit, giving God the glory, and 
ſinging Pſalms of thankigiving. . So they 
marched vvithtriumph and joy tovyard 
his Excellency , vvhere they found has 
ſouldiers in a faire battalia, having plan- 
ted his Ordnance: with much diſcretion, 
- and raiſed bulvyarks, rampiers, and.di- 
vers other meet aud neceſſary vvorks for 
the ſafeguard and defence of himlelt and 
his Forces, in the belt and fecurelt yay 
he could deviſe, placing: Centries and 
Courts of, Guard moſt effectually , and 
like a noble ang expert ſouldier.

on by divers letters, that the Lord Wil: 
loughby of Parham hath joyned his 
Forces with his Excellency the Earle of 
Effex, and arein their match rowards 
Shrewsbury, and by the way they found 
great oppotition at Bridgnorth» (which 
is a' towne .abouc rywelve miles: diſtant 
trom Shrewsbury)by Prince Robertand 
divers others' of the malignant Party ,

His Excellsnoy'havingencamped his 
Forces neer Shrewsbuty;;cauloda Partey 
to be ſounded befarethe: Towne, where 
the Malignane Party: lies very-ftrongly 
intrenched : | whereuato' anfwer ' was 
made (as is credibly reported) andidivers 
Queſtions and Propoſitions propoun- 
ded in Ais Majeſties behalf which were 
to this effect : 

1. Wherefore his Excellency ſhould 
ſo farre purſue his Royall Majeſty , as to 
intrench him in his own Town ? 

2. Whether he would give his Maje- 


ty leave to march with his Army , for 
that 
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chat (as they conceived)he had ns'Com: 
miſzion to withſtand him , with'many 
other queſtions of main conlequence. - 
To which anſwer was madethathis 
Excellency would lay down'his/life ar 
his Majeſties feet for a re-uniting be- 
ewixt his Oey 9% his high Courr of 
Parltament, and'that he-came'inot with 
his Forces in an hoſtile way againſt his 
Majeſty,butin all humility and loyalry , 
hoping«thar his: Highnefle would nor 
ſhelter any out-lawed and rebellious 
perſons , bur rather deliver themuup to 
the juſtice of the law , and craving 'fur- 
ther timeto determine of his Majeſties 
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
